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ABSTRACT 

The basic question under study «as whether, or to 
what extent, the regular use of a library induces a aodification in 
the user's structure of tastes and activities. In the spring of 1972# 
detailed interviews were conducted with 400 library users and 200 
matched nonusers in two middle sized Hungarian towns. Interviewees 
were asked to evaluate, on a scale of 1 to 5, the attractiveness of 
16 leisure or cultural activities and 11 kinds of television 
programs, first to themselves and second to the general population. 
The same people were revisited in 1974, and, by the reuse of the 
original research instruments, judgements were made as to the 
presupposed changes in favor of the library users, in the rise of 
their cultural demands to a higher level. The results, showing the 
varieties of values between users and nonusers, plus individual 
changes over two years, indicate a greater achievement motivation 
among users. Since such motivation is developed in early childhood, 
it is recommended that attention be focused on providing children 
with improved library services and with stimulating role models.

It la naturally obvious thut the library tajcea effect to- 
gether with other institutions of society^ la bound by sany a 
tie to the complicated system of relationships within ndiloh it 
operates. 

Primarily one* s Initial stage, the family baclcgroundp the

The aim of the investigation 

It is obvious that a rudioal qualitative change in the 
formation of readers* demands, Interest and taste can be expect- 
ed only if the whole line of effects operates differently froa 
the previous period, i. e. more favourably. Maturally the fore- 
going do not mean that a single factor may not have nt the same 
time relative independence within the complex line of offects.

The results 

Wo could prove the proceso of becoming more cultured and 
the rise of the level of one* s demands - if any mensurable change 
oan occur with the passage of two years ut lenst - by the con- 
tent of spending the leisure time, the enrichment of the content 
of activities above all things.

In the following figures /figs. I, 2,3, 4/ always a pair 
of curves runs together, where one of then /indloatod as /

The areas between the curves /hatched fields/ show tho re- 
lative distance between the two Images. Two trends are worthy 
of attentloni 

1. The scales of preferences In the two groups /library 
users and non-users/ definitely differ with regard to the sagnl- 
tttde and order of succeaelon of average values as well. 

2. But the area of fields closed In by the two curves Is 
different in the two groups. 

From now on, when we speak of differences, deviations 
/probabilltyi p » 0,01 and p - 0,05/ confirmed by significance 
calculations by the "t-test" are referred to and the detailed 
and nunerioal presentation of results is diBre£:arded only for 
the sake of Intelligibility. 

For this reason there are occupations which "I" consider 
as ouch more important than "others", e. g. reading, going to 
theatres and art-exhibitions, at the sumc time "others" prefer 
television viewing, cards and match-going. 

The marks imply a kind of divergence which creates distance, 
makes a distinction on the scale of values, however, not in equal

aeaaure. In the experimental group /here the hatched fields are

Well, as is shown b> the table , library users do not read 
books slsply longer on days of rest but the level of their 
ohoioe is considerably higher as oan be read in the detailed 
ooaparisons by categories and groups. 7he differences in ohoioe 
are not really significant if we study the percentages of lec- 
ture and realistic oategoriee as well as of those verging on 
thea but the modern, valuable educational reading msiterlala of

If we take the opposite, i. c. we arrange works of lower 
level /roinantical, Juvenile, lecture, Iccture-realiatic border- 
line oases/ in the same group, it te comes obvious that the 
standard of better attitudes of hl^hor level becomes still high 
er while lees selective attitudes rather bent on relaxation 
even deteriorate a bit, or do not Improve nt all. Accordingly 
the original difference of 10 percent nearly doubled, the gap 
between levels of taote mtmifest in the ci;paclty for bu lection 
widened more.

dictionaries/ and technical/ trade books confirmed the markedly 
divor/rent cooposition of the reading laaterial of individual 
groups which bwcame known curlier, the differences in taste ob- 
jectified in actual choice /reading and purchase/, 

Suffloiary and perspectives 

As we have striven to illustrate it on the preceding pages, 
the actual surplus of library users already existed in the initi- 
al stage and can be accounted for neither simply by the differ- 
ences in the social situation, moreover library use somehow imp- 
lies the accumulation of surplus - perhaps also as a cause. 

After the i^artial proceosing and interpretation of our data 
naturally there will be a more favourable chance to answer this 
last range of questions more oubntantialiy , 

We have not entertained ardent hopes of the autonomous ef- 
fect of the library at the beginning of our work cither, at the 
same tivw we have already got an appropriate number of strong 
proofs to refute complete inef fectiveneas. Still let us stray 
from the point a bit in another direction in conclusion. What 
can cause changes of different nature and measure in leisure ao- 
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tlvltles and the riao uf thu' Icv/i uf taote for fiction in ad« 
dltlon to tJiif int«»nolvc effect of the library ^md librarians?
